The 
immediate results of the new 
charter will only be in giving the 
public more confidence in the future 
There may .be some who are fearful 
that it may meet with a like result of 
the town's first attempt to become a 
city. 
Every precaution has been 
taken to make the document a legal 
one in all respects. On that ground 
there does not appear 
to be tht 
slightest chance of its being upset 
through the technicalities of the law, 


An election for a new set of officers, 
with the exception of two Justices oi 
the Peace, will be held on the sec 
ond Monday in May 1895, and on 
the next Monday after having been 
officially declared elected they will 
hold their first meeting. 
This will 
occur in the latter part of next May. 


At that time the new government will 
commence active operations. The 
tax levy will not be made until Sep 
tember^and it will l.e another yeai 
before much money is available on 
account of the town's present indebt­ 
edness. 
Consequently it will be quite 
a while before very much improve 
ment can be made over the present 
system. The principal change will 
be in the duties of the several officers 
elected.

"If the best citizens will not unite 
to serve the State or city the worst 
may and generally will be in control 
There is in every State and city a 
majority in favor of the best govern­ 
ment, and when they fail to secure ii 
rt is because the majority is indifier 
ent and without unity of purpose and 
action.

Their success or failure in 
their own enterprises isoften involved 
in good or bad government. The 
great danger to the country is indif- 
ferentism. 


"This menace often comes from the 
busy man or man of business and 
sometimes from those possessing the 
most leisure or learning. 
I have 
known men engaged in great com­ 
mercial enterprises to leave home on 
the eve ol an election, and then com­ 
plain of the result, when their pres­ 
ence and the good influence they 
might properly have exerted would 
have secured a different and better 
result."
